Bion of the executive board waa given 
out: 


In our annual report to the Washing- 


ton general assembly, we used this lan- 
euase: In spite of the sood legislation 
already secured; In spite of Improve- 
ments alrendy made In the-social and 
Industrial conditions, there yet remains 
a vast work to be done before the wealth 
producers will be tully free from the 
chains of wage slavery and the opprea- 
nlon of monopoly. 


The forces of a great army like the 


Knlehts of Labor to accomplish the most 
important results must have Its power 
wisely directed against 
the weakest 


point In the enemy's line, and the very 
stronghold and citadel .of monopoly 
must be captured. No organization In 
the world has so clear, definite and prac- 
tical a plan of campaign 'as our order. 
The machinery of our government must 
be wrested from the hands of the auep.ta 
ot the plutocrats and restored to the 
people. The money of the people, ths 
Ufa-blood of commerce, must be Isnued 
uy the agents of the people only. The 
great highways of commerce mus/ be 
freed from the clutches of railway kings, 
and the land, the great reservoir from 
which all wealth is drawn, which Is tha 
prime necessity for the maintenance of 
human existence, must be restored to the 
whole people. Th« equal rights o£ each 
one of the children of men to a share 
of the bounded of nature must be recog- 
nized and secured. The opportunity to 
live In peace, and secure the oppor- 
tunity to labor and enjoy the full fruits 
of their toll, must be guaranteed beyond 
a possibility o£ doubt. These are the 
great Issues, clear and distinct, which 
tho Knights of Labor propose to nght 
out to a finish, and the -wealth producers 
of the world are welcomed to their ranks. 


At last the time has come when the 


lines of battle are fairly drawn between 
the laborers of America on the one hA.nd, 
and their Implacable enemies—the money 
kin KB and their minions—on the other. 
Although a complete victory for the peo- 
ple was not won In the recent election, yet 
Immense gains have been made. Six.mll- 
llon» of American voters have arrayed 
themselves permanently under the ban- 
ner of principles, so long upheld by the 
Knights of Labor. 
At least 5,000,000 


more would, have done likewise, but for 
the frightened forces of money and coer- 
cion, used In this campaign by the party 
of the plutocracy. 


This gcnt-ral assembly should give the 


most thorough 
consideration to the 


question of how best to preserve political 
advantages already 
gained 
for 
the 


masses, ejid how we may perfect the or- 
ganization for victory In the immediate 
future. Tho millions of wealth-producers 
are now aroused as they never were 
aroused before In the history of the na- 
tion. Let us seek, with all the wisdom 
we cor. muster at this general assembly, 
to decide on such a policy as will show 
the people how to so use their political 
power that they will become Irresistible 
In their demand for the reforms'which 
labor requires. 


The lack of organization among the 


tollers Is a grave menace to the republic. 
Not 5 per cent of the working people of 
the United States arc organized. It Is 
.Imperative that something must be done 
to organize them more rapidly than they 
have ever been organized in the past. 
What shall it be? 


"We would suggest, first, that-we must 


make It clear to the laboring people that 
it Is to their In terest in every sense of the 
word to become good members of the 
Knights of Labor. 


We must make It clear to the employ- 


ers thai It will not be Injurious to their 
best interests If their employes are per- 
mitted and encouraged to join our order. 
We must make It clear, beyond question, 
that every man and woman,, who Is a 
member of our order, will be safer and 
better protected In their rights than those 
who arc not members.' "We must make 
the employer understand that If he em- 
ploys Knights of Labor he will not be 
placed at any disadvantage with his com- 
petitor, who employs no Knights of 
Labor,,or is not at open, warfare with the 
order. ; 


Hasty and ill-advised strikes should be 


avoided 0.1 much as possible. Every 
strike and lockout la Incipient civil war. 
One Is in attack ot the employer and the 
employe, and the other is an attack o[ 
the employe and .the employer. Those ' 
attacks and counter attacks often de- 
velop Into civil war, and as one blow 
brings on another, we can never foretell 
what the llnal outcome'of some of these 
struggles may be. The plutocracy Is 
saeklng an excuse to readily Increase 
the standing army. The petty violence 
connected with "strikes and lockouts 
Is their most plausible excuse now. Lst 
us not play Into their hands. \Ve should 
leach the laboring people to cease to be 
rebellious slaves and to realize their 
real positions, that of the hea4 masters 
and rulers of the republic, clothed with 
ample power to reconstruct all social and 
Industrial conditions on whatever lines 
they desire; to this end, let thts good 
work of unifying the political ;power 
of the masses, now so well begun, be 
carried on with renewed vigor, antl when 
onother four years have passed, every 
branch of the government of the United 
States, local, municipal, state and na- 
tional, will be In Uu hands of the wealth 
producers, .to use as they see; flt. We 
shall then no longer be as wa now are, 
largely »t the mercy of the money klnjrs 
in the great corporations.

AND MINIONS 


DENOUNCED. 


The Producers to Co.ntrol 


the Organization. 


Rochester. Nov. 12.—At the adjourn- 


ment of Lhe session of the Knights of 
Labor yts"t°rduy, the- following ^inclu- 
sion of the executive board wa3 given 
cut: 


In our annual report to the Washing- 


ton genera.! assembly, we used this lan- 
guage: In spite of the good legislation 
already secured; In spite of Improve- 
ment? already made In the social and 
Industrial conditions, there yet remains 
u vast work to be done before the wealth 
producers, will be fully In:e from the 
chains of wage slavery and the oppres- 
sion oi 
1 monopoly. 


The forces of a great army like the 


Knlfc'hls of Labor to accomplish the mobt 
Important results must have Its power 
wisely directed agains: 
the weakest 


point in the enemy's line, and thu very 
Blio.'ifhold 
and 
citadel of monopoly 


must be captured. No organization In 
the world has so clear, definite and prac- 
tical a plan of campaign aa our order. 
The machinery of our government must 
be wrested from the hands of the agents 
of the plutocrats and restored to the 
people. The money of the people, tha 
life-blood of commerce, must be Issued 
by the agents of the people only. The 
grt-at highways of commerce must be 
freed from the clutches ot railway kings, 
and the land, the Kreat reservoir from 
which all wealth Is drawn, which Is Ihe 
prime necessity for the maintenance of 
human existence, must ba restored to the 
whole people. The equal rights of each 
one of the children of men to a share 
of the bounties of nature muat be recog- 
nized nnd secured. The opportunity to 
live In peace, and secure the oppor- 
tunity to labor and enjoy the full fruits 
of their toll, must be guaranteed beyond 
a possibility of doubt. These are the 
great Issues, clear and distinct, which 
Iht Knighta of Labor propose to fight 
out to a finish, and Ul3 wealth producers 
of the world are welcomed to their ranks. 


At last the time has come when the 


lines of ba.Hle are fairly drawn between 
the laborers of America on the one hand, 
and their Implacable enemies—the money 
kings and their minions—on the other. 
Although a complete victory for the peo- 
ple was not won In the recent election, yet 
immense gains have been made. Six mil- 
lions of American voters have arrayed 
themselves permanently under the ban- 
ner of principles, so long upheld by the 
Knights o: Labor. 
At least 2,000.000 


more would ba.ve done likewise, but for 
the frightened forces of money and coer- 
cion, used In '.his campaign by the party 
ot the plutocracy. 


ThLs general assembly Fhould give the 


most 
thorough consideration to the 


question of how best to preserve political 
advantage!* already gained 
for the 


masses, and how we may perfect the or- 
EJr.iIzatlon for victory In. the Immediate 
future. The millions of wealth-producers 
arc now aroused as they never were 
aroused before in the history of the na- 
tion. Let us seek, with all the wisdom 
we can rnuater at this general assembly, 
to decide on such a policy as will show 
the people how to HO use their political 
power that they will become Irresistible 
In tht:ir demand for the reforms which 
labor requires. 


The laclc of organization among the 


tollers is a. grave menace to the republic. 
Not 5 per cent of the working people of 
the United States are organized. It la 
Imperative that something must be done 
to organize them more rapidly than they 
have ever been organized In the past. 
What shall it be? 


We would suggest, first, that we must 


make It clear to the laboring people that 
it is to their Interest In every sense of the 
word to become good members of the 
Knights of Labor. 


We must make It clear to the employ- 


ers that it will not be Injurious to their 
best Interests if their employes are per- 
mitted and encouraged to join our order. 
We must make It clear, beyond question, 
that every man and woman, who is a 
member of our order, will be safer and 
better protected In their rights than those 
who are not members. We must make 
the employer understand that If he em- 
ploys Knights of Labor He will not be 
placed at any disadvantage with his com- 
petitor, who employs no Knights of 
Labor, or la not at open warfare with the 
order. 
Hasty and Ill-advised strikes should be 


•voided as much as possible. 
Every 


strike and lockout Is Incipient civil war. 
One Is an attack of the employer and the 
employe, and the other is an attack of 
the employe and the employer. Those 
attacks and counter attacks often de- 
velop Into civil war. and as one blow 
lirlnss on another,- we can never foretell 
what the final outcome of some of these 
struggles may be. The plutocracy Is 
soeklns an excuse to readily Increase 
the standing army. The petty violence 
connected with strikes and lockouts 
Is their most plausible excuse now.

tion commissioners finished the recount 
or votes in the Fourth councilor district 
last night, and 
Isaac D. Allen, the

who noiv represents the district, and who 
was the Democratic candidate. Allen's 
majority over Sullivan wan, however, 
materially reduced by the recount, aiicl 
Instead of a. margin of 2K votes, as given 
out on the day after election, his lead, 
when the last ward was counted, was 
only G2 votes. It took three days to re- 
count all the votes, and at one time Allen 
lead his opponent by a .very narrow 
martin. There Is no appeal from thf 
decision of the election commissioners, 
and the governor's council stands, ior 
the first time In Its hlstoiy, solidly Re- 
publican, while Mr. Allen holds the high- 
est political office ever given a colored 
man by the voters of Massachusetts. 


The new councilor was born In slavery, 


and escaped during the war, serving 
with General B. F. Butler. He was with 
that noted general, after the war, oc- 
cupylnga position on the famous schoon- 
er America, which General Butler owned. 


At the time.of the Republican conven- 


tion, at which Allen was nominated, the 
Place on the ticket was offered to a num-
